The hill nl*w provides that 
the vote of the larger territory shall 
always control as against the rote of nuy 
srr alter section of territory. For instanoe 
when a city of the third, fourth or fifth 
class has no locul notion law. but the 
county outside of the city has local 
option, it compels the city to also come 
under the opcratimi of the law. Hut in 
no case can the vote of any city, town or 
district control as against the vote of a 
larger territory of which they are a part, 
ana the county judge can not order a 
aeparate election for any city or town at 
er In-fore the time fur a vote in the 
whole county. This means that the 
county, if it wants local option, will have 
to vote all the towns in the county in 
order to get it. Hertion after pmvid- 
that the vote ef the entire county 
shall control every precinct in the county 
forbids the sale, loan or barter in any 
way of liquor of any kind, and fixes the 
penally for violations at fine and impris 
nnment. It goes further and makes lia¬ 
ble to the penalty any person or common 
carrier who brings liquor into n commu¬ 
nity when llii» law lias hern voted, and 
no railroad company or stage line or 
private individual can carry to another 
person in the county uny liquor without 
becoming liable to the penalty. The ear 
rying of any package containing liquor 
or crtti'iiig same to is- carried shall In- 
considered pritna facia evidence of the 
knowledge of the carrier of the contents, 
and lie shall In* liable, no matter Imw 
iuiioccal lie limy have been hi accepting 
the package for delivery.
